Jap officers, enlisted men and 


laborers captured at Guadalcanal 
by Marines — those I have seen 
—are anything but resigned 
and 


sellen prisoners of war, who brood 
about the misery of their lot, as 
they arc pictured In many reports 
I have read. 


Once over this astonishment that 


they arc being treated like a human 
being, and given more food than 
he has probably had 
for 
some 


time, the Jap undergoes a raipd 
readjustment. Often he becomes a 
happy-go-lucky 
prisoner 
with a 


passion for horse-play, cigarettes, 
American slang and swing tunes. 


Imagine Tojo's discomfort if he 


knoew his warriors were 
calling 


each other "Haci Maru," which is 
Japanese for "8-ball." 


This started recently when two 


Marines visited the camp to polish 
up the Japanese they had studied. 
One leatherneck called the other 
!in "8-ball." 


A prisoner, 
who 
possessed a 


smattering of English asked what 
that meant. When it was laborious- 
ly explained, a smile wreathed his 
"Hachi Maru." Within an hour, 
puckered 
features. He 
said: 


"Hachi Maru.'.' Wilhin 
an hour, 


these words were on the tongue of 
every prisoner. 


Nor would Tojo appreciate 
the 


sentiments displayed by another 
prisoner, when someone mentioned 
Germany in his 
presence. 
With 


thumb and forefinger of his 
left 


hand he gripped his nose firmly, 
while the right hand sho't forward 
in a Hitlerain salute. 


The Jap soldier or sailor knows 


far less about the war than any 
man in the uniform of the United 
Nations. Officers are astounded by 
the state of general ignorance of 
world events in which the Japs 
have been kept. 


Eight - man tents, which 
they 


keep scrupulously clean, house the 
prisoners. Reville is at C a.m., roll 
call at 6:30, breakfast at 7, lunch 
at noon, supper at 5:30 p.m., an- 
other roll call at 6 and taps at 8.

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EARNED INCOME- 


DEDUCTIBLE EXPENSE 


In arriving at 
the amoiinl of 


earned income shown on Item 1 of 
the return Form 1040 (Salaries and 
Other Compensation for Personal 
Services), ordinary and necessary 
expenses incurred in this connec- 
tion may be deducted. A distinc- 
tion must be made, however, bo- 
twccn expense attributable to one's 
employment, and personal expense, 
which may not be deducted. A few 
examples will illustrate. 


Expenses of travel in connection 


with one's employment, or business, 
are deductible, and such expense 
ordinarily includes transportation, 
meals, and lodging, but it docs not 
include the cosl of laundry, clothes 
pressing, and other expenses of a 
nature such as would be incurred 
in any case. 


Travel expense deductions, to be 


allowable, must be supported when 
required by the Commissioner by 
a statement showing (1) the nature 
of business, (2) number of days 
away fro mhomc, (3) amount of ex- 
penses incident lo meals and lodg- 
ing, (4) amount of other expenses 
claimed as a deduction. 


The amount of any 
reimburse- 


ment of expense, or of expenses al- 
lowance, must be included in the 
return as part of compensation. 


Expenses of a salesman in enter- 


taining customers for the purpose 
of 
securing 
business, 
including 


taxicabs, theatre tickets and din- 
ners, telephone and telegraph mes- 
sages, and the like, arc deductible, 
but such expenses incurred by an 
officer or employee of a corpora- 
tion whose contract of employment 
does not specifically require him to 
make such expenditures, arc not 
deductible. Any reimbursement of 
such expenses must, of course, be 
included in income.
